‘HE REASON, ACCORDING TO 
Finance Minister Benson, why 

the proposed federal taxation chang- 
es were first issued in the form of a 
White Paper rather than introduced 
directly as legislation was that the 
country should have an opportunity 
to study and discuss the ideas pre- 
sented, and offer support or criti- 
cism. The wisdom of this approach 
has become increasingly evident 
over the past few months, for as the 
voluminous document was mastered 
by readers across the country it be- 
came evident that there were many 


very difficult problems involved, and. 


some very questionable methods of 
levying taxes on the people of 
Canada. : 

One of the basic-problems of Mr. 
Benson’s offering was that the Ot- 
tawa experts. who advised and as- 
sisted him in the preparation of the 
White Paper deeply concerned 
with its social, or wealth-sharing, as- 
pects as well as with raising money 
to finance the operations of the gov- 
ernment. Some of the proposals run 
into trouble because of this dual 
purpose. Certainly they diverge a 
long way from the simple ideal sug- 
gested by Mr. Walter Harris, who 
was finance minister in Prime Min- 
ister St. Laurent’s government more 
than a decade ago. Mr. Harris. sees 
taxation as “the need of a govern- 
ment to finance itself at a given 
moment, by whatever means are 
available and. can be used with the 
actual, if grumbling, support of the 
public generally.” 

That is, or was, a fair rule of 
thumb, although the social and ec- 
onomic aspects of today—equaliza- 
tion payments, inflation control, 
guaranteed income and similar con- 
cepts—have added many complica- 
tions to the simple raising of money 
for public purposes. 

Another important consideration 
to be kept in mind is the negative

effect of any taxation levy. On the 
positive sidé a tax will raise revenue; 
on the negative side it will tend to 
curb or halt the human activity or 
the supply of goods which bears, the 
burden of the levy. Thus a customs 
duty produces revenue but tends to 
diminish importation of the com- 
modity taxed. An income tax, along 
with raising revenue, encourages 4 
trend toward forms of income with 
lower tax rates, or devices “to 
minimize the impact of~the levy. 


In Canada, which calls for great- 
er amounts of capital for develop 
ment —--and-_ preferably -Canadian. 
capital — taxation which tends to 
discourage domestic investment 
must show advantages to compen- 
sate for this. Taxation which deters 
home-ownership needs a close look. 
Taxation which treats higher values 
due to inflation as profit requires 
more study. Levies made on profits 
or gains which are not actually real- 
ized by the taxpayer call for further 
investigation. 

The recent months of discussion 
have revealed to Mr. Benson that 
there are numerous shortcomings in 
his proposed taxation system, He 
admits, in the face ‘of widespread 
criticism, that some _ provisions 
“simply won’t work.” The question 
which now faces him is whether 
enough of his taxation formula can 
be salvaged to make a viable system 
or whether a whole new attempt 
shonld be made. 

Devising an effective and accept- 
able taxation policy in a period of 
excessive inflation, rapidly develop- 
ing economic and ‘social programs, 
and increasing public involvement in 
governmental processes, is admit- 
tedly a difficult task. But any gov- 
ernment measure should be fully 
justifiable, and Mr. Benson’s pro- 
posed bill has many hurdles, perhaps 
insuperable ones, to surmount. 


Inadequate Abortion Laws 


ALF-HEARTED CHANGES IN 
Canada’s abortion laws have 
proved less than adequate only eight 
months after they weathered-stormy 
passage in the House of Commons. 
Now we are witnessing various cam- 
paigns across the country by mar- 
ried women to have the legislation 
broadened. Very few women faced 
with an unwanted pregnancy in 1970 
enjoy a legal right to decide their 
own fate. 

The abortion sections of the 
criminal omnibus bill provide that 
a pregnancy may be ended at. the 

, request of a woman if an abortion 
committee of three or more doctors 
in an accredited hospital certifies 
that the woman’s life or health 
would be, or is likely to be, endang- 
ered by continuation of the preg- 
nancy. 

Abortion opponents say the new 
law goes far enough, perhaps too 
far, and few persons_would deny 
that abortion is a clumsy form of 
birth control. But other forms of 
birth control, most notably the pill, 
are becoming suspect... If the law 
forces a woman to have an unwant- 
ed child, then society may end up 


with the offspring as a ward of. 


the state. While the law can force a 
pregnant woman to bear her child, 
it can not force her to love and care 
for the infant. 


Canada’s cautious abortion laws 
reflect a traditional political timid- 
ity in the face of 8,342,826 Roman 
Catholic Canadians listed in the 
1961 census (the last time a religious 
census was taken). The Catholic 


church had tried at various timeS,,pplished “leadership campaign 
over the centuries to view abortion - 


as a punishable. offence but did not 
succeed until 1869 when Pope Pius 
IX decreed that the human soul en- 
ters the fetus at the moment of con- 
ception and therefore destruction of 
the fetus any time during gestation 
is an act of murder. Peliticians ob- 
viously cannot-ignore the wishes of 
their constituents on this issue even 
though there is strong disagreement 
within the Church itself. 


_ However, the country as a whole 
has accepted the new abortion law 
without fuss and bother. It was the 
politicians who wrangled over it. 
And now we are left with a typical 
Canadian compromise that makes 
most persons unhappy. Some women 
with unwanted ‘pregnancies can fly 
to Japan or Sweden for legal abor'- 
tions; others must stay home and 
give birth if they. wish to remain 
within the law. Judy LaMarsh de- 
scribed the new abortion legislation 
before it became law as “namby- 
pamby, wishy-washv and gutless.” 
Many a Canadian will agree.

Mr. Bourassa is given to spouting 
harsh economic realities in his speeches. 
Quebec’s poor economic situation, he 
is leading to a- youth exodus, 
especially from depressed areas -—— 25,000 
from Lake St. John in five years, 10,000 
a year from Gaspe amd Lower St. 
Lawrence. 


Quebec’s school. commissions alone 
owe $350 millions, resulting in a dead 
loss of $30 millions annually’ in interest. 
And now the government has added $140 
millions in supplements to last April's 
budget, bringing the whole province ever 
closer to sliding into the hands of the 
banks.

Y 
British Responsibility 

In Britain's case there admittedly has 
been a burden of responsibility dating 
from 1898 when Lord Lugard established 
the boundaries of Nigeria as they existed 
until the Biafran unilateral secession in 
1967. There has been some guilt and 
Shame in Britain, if not in the Wilson 
government, as arms continued to be 
supplied for historical and traditional 
reasons in the face of deep and wide- 
spread suffering. 

If only Michael Stewart, the foreign’ 
secretary, had been more credible in his 
assurances that everything within 
reason was being done to~ relieve 
suffering while the government supplied 
arms to bring about the hasty defeat of 
the secessionists. But right up until 
yesterday, Mr. Stewart’s statement left 
nagging doubts, even among those who 
wanted to support him. 


What Planning? 


“We have been doing contingency 
planning against a situation such as now 
appears to have. arisen,” said Mr. 
Stewart, the picture of reasonable 
coolness. But if the contingency planning 
really. took place, why must the 
government wait now for directions from 
the Nigerian Red Cross and government 
about the deployment of aid? And why 
must Lord Hunt be sent again to Lagos 
on yet another fact-finding mission?. 

A contingency plan for the seale of 
starvation known for some time to be 
existing in Nigeria requires more than 10 
trucks and an aircraft full of medical 
supplies. And the 10 trucks were not yet 
purchased Monday afternoon. But judg. 
ment of Britigh policy can be. suspended 
until the fruits of the relief operatidn are 


evident. 


More imiportant now is the prospect 
for stability and‘ a. return to national 
order in the Nigerian federation, which 
faces @ difficult reconstruction - and 
reconciliation. What is now in store for 
this troubled state, once the showcase of 
parliamentary democracy in Africa? 

The Ibo tribé, which inhabits almost 


all of\the Biafran secession area, has 
followed General Ojukwu into a mis- 
adventure, apparent for some time, now 
finally confirmed. In his declaration of 
secession, on -May 30, 1967, General 
Ojukwu told his followers they had a 
heritage and a way of life to defend. 
“We want to preserve our democratic 
and free institutions as a progressive 
society unhampered in its progress and 
development by feudalistic and reaction- 
ary forces with which it has been our 
misfortune to contend all these years." 
Three years later the very fabric of 
Biafran society is practically destroyed. 
Whatever the merits of the Ibo peoples 
quarrel with the federation, General 
Ojukwu-has left them completely shat- 
tered. It will likely take generations. to 
repair the damage of the bitter civil 
war. : 


Magnanimity Essential 

Much will deperid on the attitude of 
General Gowon, the federal leader. He 
has problems on every side. He must 
show magnanimity in victory towards 
the Ibos. The Nigerian state cannot be 
stable while this major. articulate tribe is 
rebellious. He must therefore maintain 
authority over and discipline in his 
victorious army. He must contend with 
the Russians, not known for supplying 
abms without political strings. 

The questions will arise of reward for 


the federal army and punishment for the. 


Biafran officers and the thankless. task 
of sorting out the prisoners of war and 
the innocent civilians: How extensive will 
be the amnesty for secessionists? Initial 
fears in some quarters of genocide 
against the Ibos as amatter of policy 
have been discounted here. What is more 
probable. and fearful is a state of 
confusion and disorder in which any 
number of crimes might be concealed, 


Hopeful Development. 


_ General Gowan will not long be able 
to delay a return tq: the source of his 
country’s troubles, the federal constitu- 
tion. The decree of a 12-state federation 
Set in motion the strife leading to the 
civil War in 1967. These decrees have yet 
to be ratified and it would be reasonable 
for some renewed consitutional discus- 
sions to follow a return to stability. 

The most hopeful development at 
present is the news that. an Ibo 
administration is in place within the 
federal structure to pick pieces of 
Biafra. Tt is greatly to be hoped . that 
these plans now on paper ca be 
translated into practice and that enough

He had 
never noticed that there were 
songbirds in London in 
December. 

What had happened was a 
fog. London no longer has the 
black, impenetrable winter 
fogs that made it impossible 
for Holmes to see the end of 
his pipe; the prohibition oh 
use of soft coal in the area 
since 1956 has lifted that 
threat. 

But there still are fogs, and 
this one closed London airport 
for 24 hours. It was thick 
enough so that cars crept 
through the streets, or. stayed 
home. 
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Silenceéas a state modern 
urban man scarcely experi- 
ences. The rasp of the pop 
crooner and the whine of the 
internal combustion — engine 
accompany him from his 
rising to his setting. The 
sudden absence of noise is a 
psychological shock, like with- 
drawal from a drug. 

Most people are probably so 
used to constant sound. that 
life without it is unsettling. 
The typical man was the one 
seen climbing the Leaning 
Tower of Pisa with a tran- 
sistor radio fixed to an ear.

even the hardened addict is 
beginning to complain, and on 
every side some technological 
“breakthrough” is being

The major threat is, of 
course, the supersonic trans- 
port. That will please the 
aircraft manufacturers and 
the British Minister of Tech- 
nology, Mr. Anthony Wedg- 
wood Benn, who will be 
pictured looking lean and

The only sufferers will be 
the 99 per cent of the 
population who will never fly 
on an SST but can expect 
sonic booms to shatter their 
peace.

The Speaker of the House of 
Commons, Mr, Lamoureux, 
has outlawed interviewing 
of politicians by radio and TV 
people in the foyer and side 
halls off the Commons 
chamber. 

The Speaker felt this was 
undignified, objectionable, etc. 
He is offering an alternative 
which the Parliamentary 
Press Gallery seems to feel is 
inadequate. This is a base- 
ment room, about 12 by 20 
feet, where interviews can be 
done without jamming up the 
foyer. In effect, it will exclude 
the mob. 

It's been my opinion that 
the daily pack-chase, following 
the House question period, 
was bad for the reputation 
and ‘the tenor of Parliament: 
Perhaps the best way to 
illustrate my reasoning is to 
go back a few years. 

Firstly, a caveat: It is 
foolish to think there has ever 
been a golden age of Parlia- 
ment. The advent of TV and 
radio may have affected the 
behavior of politicians but it 
has not caused blue ruin. 
Television has. popularized 
federal politics for the nation

and that can hardly be bad in 
a democracy. 


The radio-TV' emergence 
around Parliament really took 
place in the summer of ’61 
with the Coyne case. Remem- 
ber the hearings before a 
Senate committee? Day after 
day the president of the Bank 
of Canada ‘carried out a 
melodramatic defence of him- 
self. 


Outstretched Mikes 


Around those hearings I 
first noticed clutches of radio 
reporters with the ubiquitous 
tape-recorders. Day after day 
cameramen were positioned 
with hand-held or tripod cam- 
eras outside the front door of 
the centre block. 


At that time it was terribly 
hard for cameramen to get 
permission to shoot within the 
buildings. But the radio boys 
were there with outstretched 
mikes. 

The presence of the elec- 
tronic media came on again 
with the minority government 
uproar of 1962. More and

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coming into the gallery. The 
CBC staff for both radio and 
television was burgeoning and 
CTV was into the act.

The Commons Corridor Crunch 


The sowbug or woodlouse 
and its cousin the pillbug are 
familiar creatures* tS most 
gardeners and are about the 
only members of their group 
known to most persons. 

The ‘group to which these 
backyard residents belong is 
known as the isopods and it 
embraces a whole host of 
creatures that populate the 
sea and fresh water as well 


- as parts of the land. Most are 


free-living as vegetarians or 


scavengers .but some are 
parasitic on other animals 
and_at_Jeast-one_ kind, the 


gribble, is harmful to man 
since it destroys wood. 
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Isopods are usually recog- 
nized fairly easily. Most of 
them have a flattened body as 
if squeezed from above and 
@re-more or less oval in out- 
line. The body is divided into 
a number of segments which 
permits some species to roll 
up into a bail. The usual 
number of legs is seven pair 
and since they are all about 


equal in size this feature 
accounts for the name of the 
group, isopod, which means 


“equal foot"

By far the’ greatest. number 
of species of isopods live in 
the-sea from which we may 
deduce that this group origi- 
nated in salt water as un- 
doubtedly did the ancestors of 
ail anthropods, 

Marine .isopods are largely 
seavengers- picking up what- 
ever they can find to eat and 
since: they are generally not 


very active they tend -to 
resemble their particular 
habitat. Many live among 


seaweed and these are usually 
colored green .or brown like 
the plant they are setting on. 
If they are on a stem they 
always line themselves up 
with their support so that they 
are-almost invisible 

One group. of Pacific coast 
isopods is very partial to 
decaying flesh. In some areas 
they occur in such numbers 
that they will strip a dead fish 
to bare bones in a few day's 
time : 

Scientists have found these 
creatures useful for cleaning 
skulls or making ‘skeletons 
the specimen to be cleaned.is 


enclosed in a wire basket and 
suspended in isopod-inhabited 
water until the job is done.” 

A relative of the flesh-eating 
forms can sometimes be a 
pest. Occasionally on sandy 
beaches, such as at Witty's 


Lagoon or Sidney Spit, 
isopods will nip the tender 
spots between one's toes if 
one stands too long in one 
place. The bite is rather 
uncomfortable. but —-not 
dangerous. 
i. $= 
Our most . spectacular 


marine forms don’t live in the 
sea at all but on the rocks 
above the tide level. These 
are rather large as isopods 
go, up to two inches in length, 
and are often seen scuttling 
into cracks between boulders 
or into rock erevices in the.so- 
called “splash zone’’ of. the 
beach 

While thes¢ shore forms are 
adapted for life out of water 
they must remain in close 
contact with the sea and

Routine broke for a moment 
as the judge checked the law 
again. And to prove how 
routinely the case had been 
treated, he found that the 
minimum penalty required by 
the province in lieu of the 
cash was three months in jail, 
not one as he had assumed. 

The judge, reviewed David 
Jones’ financial situation, not- 
ing- the welfare allotrnents 
were needed by his family, he 
had na extra cash and not 
much chance of.a job. 


‘Three Months’ 


The judge said the law 
required the fine to be paid 
“forthwith” and, with a shrug 
to signify his helplessness, he 
ordered David Jones to jail 
for three months — because 
he was too poor to get. the 
same treatment any other 
guilty person “with money 
could have. 


There was no defence 
lawyer and no probation 
officer to remind the judge 
that the law did not in fact 
require payment “forthwith” 
and that, surely learning his 
lesson in such a hard way, 
David Jones quite likely would 
not want to drive without 
insurance again. So if he were 


given time to sell the car he . 


migtt be able to afford the 
fine. 


While they—led-the 18-year- 


old Indian father back to a 
cell, another a White 
Victorian — came up before 


the bar of justice ani it was 
fate’s one kindness that David 
Jones probably didn’t hear 
what happened to’ him. 


Debt Payable 


Because the next man, who 
also had violated B.C.'s Motor 
Vehicles Act but for impaired 
driving, had been fined $400 
which he said he could scrape 
up if given some extra time.

There have been few studies 
made: of the .impact of 
“justice” on the poor 
naturally enough, since few 
powerful people care — but 
one of them was carried out a 
few years ago in Saskat- 
chewan at the instigation of 
Judge Tillie Taylor of Saska- 
toon. 


The survey showed that 36 
per cent of the jail population 
was behind bars because of 
financial inability to pay fines 
and in the case of women 
prisoners, mainly Indian and 
Metis, it was a staggering 80 
per cent. 


“They were really 
cerated because they 
poor,”’ said Judge Taylor. 


“Our jails are quite similar to 


the debtors’ prisons of Charles | 


Diekens' time." 


There is Hope 


And she pointed,to a further 
survey which showed - that 
fully two-thirds of the inmates 
in federal penitentiaries had 
first been introduged to jail 
life while serving terms for 
lack of money to pay fines. 


The situation is not much 
better. for B.C.'s Indians. 


However, despite a slight case | 


of schizophrenia in the provin- 
cial government's attitude 
toward the problem, there is 
hope that things will improve 
with the help of the First 
Citizens’ perpetual fund estab- 
lished by Finance Minister

Overwhelmed

Not only Indians but dalj 
persons who have been sub- 
Jected to the untair imfact of 
tunes upon the poor should be 
protected, a federal stuay 
heaged by Mr, Justice Koger 
Quimet concluded ang it 
“very strongly” recommended 
last fall that “‘no one snowd 
be umprisoned for mere inabile 
ily to pay.” 


Unrealistic 
The committee found “a 
very large percenige of 


persons incarcerated in pro- 
vineial institutions are serving 
terms simply because of their 
inability to pay fines imposed 
routineiy or according to what 
has been deseribed as the 


‘revolving door’ and the 
‘tariff’ process."’ 
It made these interesting 


observations, all of them 
pertinent to the David Jones 
case, 

“The fact that a fine, 
however substantial, has been 
imposed rather than a sen- 
tence of imprisonment cannot 
be considered as anything but 
an implicit acknowledgment 
that the offender presents no 
problem of  dangerousness. . , 

“Moreover the equation 
between ‘$30’ and ‘30 days’ is 
totally unrealistic in times of 
inflation. . . 

“In all cases, a court should 
be reasonably satisfied that 
the offender is in a position to 
pay a fine ... in the amount 
eontemplated, before the fine 
is impesed. 

“A pre-sentence report 
would, in many cases, consti- 
tute a suitable means test." 

The Oujmet report recom- 
mended that where a person 
is unable to pay a fine, 
procedures. should - be -estab- 
lished to provide a different 
sentence, grant postponement 
for payment or a schedule of 
instalment payments or,alter 
the amount of the fine. 

It said jail should follow 
failure to pay a fine only in 
cases where the person has 
the money but defies the 
sentence, 

The attorney-general’s 
department is aware of the 


inequities and the danger of

public disrespect for cash 
register justice. 
It has gone some way 


towards meeting the problem 
by instituting the “‘no fines” 
system for moving vehicle 
violations which substitutes 
licence demerits ag a penalty 
to regain respect for the 
traffic laws at least. 

And it has appointed former 
justice__minister E; Davie 
Fulton, who has positive views 
on the subject of fair. impact 
of fines as a penalty for 
offences where jail is not 
warranted, as the first chair- 
man of B.C.’s law reform 
commission. 

But David Jones is living 
proof that the department has 


a long way to go yet because * 


there were other unpalatable 
aspects of the case, besides 
the debtors’ jail term, which 
the’ existing system did noth- 
ing to prevent. 


Too Young 


He was too young and too 
vulnerable to be left to stand 
alone facing a court. Surely, 
his was a classic case which 
cried out for lega] aid as a 
matter of routine to balance 
the situation. 

David Jenes’ first encounter 
with the courts was a poig- 
nant tragedy but his life isn't 
over and it may become much 
sadder still because of the one- 
sided ‘‘justice’ this province 
gave him. 

Most jails are schools for 
crime, especially for those 
who believe they have been 
given a raw deal and are 
confirmed in that opinion by 
older inmates who adyise 
them how to get even with a 
cynical society. : 

“The committee is of the 
view that a person experienc- 
ing a deep-seated sense of 
injustice is unlikely to engage 
in honest self-criticism or 
identify with the values - of 
those he considers part of an 
unjust system,” the Quimet 
report observed after exten- 
sive study into this aspect. 

Will Dayid Joneg blame his 
predicament on hig own all-to 
human dereliction in meeting 
the obligations of car owner- 
ship or will he blame it on 


dehumanizing socia! and 
economic discrimination. 

That's the hidden cost to 
society of justice turning a 
blind eye to the poor and it 
should be weighed against the 
cost of crowded judges’ calen- 
dars that would. result in a 
comprehensive provincial 
legal aid program. 

The Ouimet report said a 
McGill University study 
showed that an unusually high 
recidivism. rate among 184 
persistent criminals was cor- 
related to a rankling.sense of 
injustice because they had no 
lawyer to defend them the 
first time. 

The report added that a 
majority of Canadian convic- 
tions result from guilty pleas 
and there is documentation 
that these are made too often 
without legal advice by indi- 
gents who do not understand 
the charge or the law. 

It also noted that only about 
10 per cent of criminal 
charges in all Canada result 
in acquittals but in Ontario and 
Alberta, where lawyers are 
provided as a matter of right 
to aceused without funds, the 
average of acquittals is above 
35. per cent, 


Provincial Matter 


The Ouimet report said 
proof of -lega} aid’s import- 
ance in preventing a sense of 
injustice lay in a survey three 
months after Ontario adopted 
its - comprehensive program 
which showed that among 
both acquitted and convicted 
persons who had obtained 
legal aid for their trials “98 
per cent ... felt they had 
been well represented and 
that everything had been said 
or done on their behalf that 
could have. been.” 


The dommittee, recognizing | 


that civil legal aid was purely 
a provincial . responsibility 
under the constitution, recom- 
mended that the federal 
government and provinces at 
least get together to devise a 
relatively uniform public legal 
aid system for all criminal 
cases. and that the Criminal 
Code be amended to make 
invalid any trial by indictment 
where legal aid was denied to 
any defendant unable to pay 
for it. 

After four years of study of 
various systems of juris- 
prudence, Judge Ouimet’'s 
report said: 

“The committee is of the 
opinion that legal representa- 
tion is a matter of right and 
not an act of grace or an 
extension of charity; that it is 


a responsibility of govern- | 


ment.” 


Against Change 
While its terms of reference 
prevented .. it 


cial governments, it.made its 
feelings clear by praising the 
Ontario system of civil and 
criminal legal] aid as ‘‘one of 
the best in the world.” 


Similarly streng endorse- | 


ment of -government-spon- 
sored legal aid was elicited 
from numerous lawyers and 
citizen organizations by a B.C, 
Law Society survey last 
spring, but. one stood out 
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from making | 
recommendations to provin- | 


sharply against the tone of the 
consensus .that great change 
was needed—Chief Justice W. 
H. Davey of the B.C. appeal 
court. 

From his vantage point as 
top man on the province's 
judicial totem pole, he indi- 
cated that he had not 
observed any inherent 
injustice in the past but could 
fopsee great expense and an 
administrative logjam in the 
courts if everyone had 
unrestricted access to a 
lawyer. 


Curbs 


“At the outset, I think in 
any system of legal aid, the 
applicant ought not to be able 
to get aid as a: matter of 
right,’ wrote Chief. Justice 
Davey. 

He proposed two curbs to 
entrol the volume of legal 
aid assistance in any new 
system — the applicant-should 
have to prove he does not 
have the money to finance a 
legal action “and that his 
problem or case is a. meri- 
torious‘ one deserving of as- 
sistance. 

“Unless limitations of this 
kind are imposed, application 
for legal aid will be made. by 
persons well able to pay for 
it, man¥ of whom will seek to 
prosecute frivolous claims 
upon which they are unwilling 
to risk their own money,” he 
wrote. 

He said the system allowing 
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convicts to make appeals in 
person, eliminating the cost 
factor of a lawyer, resulted in 
no more than two-thirds of the 
criminal appeals coming 
before his court being legiti- 
mate in his opinion. 

“I have kept statistics for 
my own inforfffation from 
July of last year," he wrote. 

“Of 468 criminal appeals 
heard by the Court during 
that time, 33.9 per cent were 
frivolous . . . showing a grave 
abuse of the easy method of 
bringing criminal appeals 
under the” Code . This 
abuse will grow if the appeal- 


lants are able freely to obtain | 


counsel and transcripts for | 
appeal.” 

He also warned: ‘The 
present abuse will be com- 


pounded in the trial courts if 
(legal) counsel is furnished 
for trial upon request without 
regard to the merits of the 
case. ‘

From First Bay Fort 


By HUMPHRY DAVY 


It's no exaggeration. to say 
that Victoria was built around 


the Hudson's Bay Company 
which this year is com- 
memorating its 300th anni- 
versary. 


And it is no exaggeration to 
say the company in Victoria, 
now familiarly known as The 
Bay, played a major part in 
creating British Columbia and 
making Alaska an American 
state. 

In fact, the whole of the 
Pacific Northwest was largely 
shaped by the activities of the 
company which once exer- 
cised imperial power over 
most of Canada. 

It—all started when the 
company’s able lieutenant, 
James Douglas, later to 
become the first governor -of 
the province, chose Victoria 
as a site for a fort and 
trading post in 1843. 

Douglas had been instructed 
by Governor Sir George Simp- 
soft te.establish a new coastal 
depot ‘beeause Britain was 
expected to cede the Oregon 
territories._to the United 
States, then controlled bythe 
company. A location on Van~ 
couver Island was suggested. 

After surveying the Island's 
coast, Douglas, it seemed, 
chose Victoria for its agricul- 
tural rather than for its fur 
and military potential. . It's 
climate also impressed him. 

In’ a ‘report to a senior 
official, Douglas described the 
vegetation ‘at Victoria as 
“more luxuriant than other 
plages I have. seen in 
America, indicating a produc- 
tive soil." 

His choice proved a wise 
one, 

The company's venture into 


farming, apart from trading 


beads and blankets for furs, 
enabled the depot to-be self- 
sufficient and also to provide 
it with commodities for sale to 
trading vessels. 

The productive land 
attracted settlers to the area, 
thus ensuring that the settle- 
ment would continue to 
expand. 


HIT RUSSIANS 

Its agricultural pursuits also 
enabled it to compete success- 
fully against Russian fur 
traders in Alaska. 

At that time, the company 
was involved in a life and 
death struggle with Russia for 
control of the Pacific North- 
west fur trade. 

It first cornered a large 
part of the trade by.establish- 
ing posts around the -head- 
waters of larger rivers, which 
emptied in northern Pacific 
waters. Pelts which normally 
were taken down.the rivers by 
Indians to Russian . trading 
posts on the coast, such as 
Sitka, were acquired by the 
company. 

To make matters worse for 
the Russians, they were 
entirely dependent for their 
food supplies on outside 
sources and acthally bought 
agricultural products from the 
company's Victoria farms. 

The situation became 
intolerable. They. were being 
“$kinned"’ and fed by their 
rivals. Finally in 1867 Russia 
sold Alaska to the United 


States 
Today, the company can 
justly claim that Alaska 


would be a part of the Soviet 
Union if it had lost the pelt 
war. 
ONCE FARMED 

In this age it’s hard to 
believe the company with 
its large department store on 
Douglas street was once 
heavily engaged in farming in 
the Greater Victoria area 


The Bay's first farm 
about five acres was 
started when the fort was 


constructed on a site known 
today as Bastion Square. It 
was situated near the depot. 

Two years later in 1846, 
company employtes had 
developed several farms 
which produced oats, wheat, 
barley, peas and potatoes 

In all, 
acres under cultivation but 
within a few years this was 
explanded to more than 4,000 
acres, There were also three 
dairy farms, each with 70 
milch cows, and a sheep farm 
at Lakehall with 1,700 sheep. 
Horses were also bred.

The company’s fortunes 
changed in 1858 when Victoria 
became thé principal point of 
entry for thotisands of pros- 
pectors on their way ‘to the 
Fraser River gold fields 

Victoria really then began 
to build around the Bay. It is 
estimated . that - 20,000 gold 
miners landed }n the city that

As the large influx of 
settlers and miners required 
services and goods, the Bay 
concentrated on the wholesale 
business an navigation 


In 1859, the company built a 
warehouse five storey's high 
with a basement and a sub- 
basement, to hold merchan 
dise; stocks of food and 
ammunifion It stood on

Around this time, too, 
fort was’ torn down. It 
served its purpose. 
Farming also gradually 
ceased to be important and 
the land was sold to settlers.

SOLD TO CPR 

The company in 1901 sold its 
shipping interest to the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, thus 
severing a long link with the 
past. For nearly 60 years its 
ships had plied coastal waters 
and tied up behind the store 
and warehouse on Wharf 
Street. 

The company’s next big 
enterprise.in the city was the 
construction of a modern 
department store on Douglas 
and Fisgard. Construction 
started in 1912, but the war of 
1914-18 intervened and it was 
not completed until September 
19, 1921. 

The building. was enlarged 
in 1929 and in 1959 the 
parkade was added to the 
building. 

So. over a period- of 128 
years, the Bay in* Victoria, 
was involved in trading beads 
for pelts, farming, real estate, 
wholesale, shipping and- now 
retailing.

Weren't the Minnesota 
Vikings the toughest terrors 
to ever come out of the north?

It was the Chiefs, who were 
too big a worry, in more ways 
than one, And the Vikings 
needn't feel discouraged. For 
it appeared that the Chiefs 
would have whipped any other 
NFL club just as badly. 

And now on the eve of the 
merger of the two leagues, 
the NFL has lost its last two 
Super Bowl games. The AFL 
is all even for all time, for the 
playoff schedule changes next 
s@ason as well. 

And the suggestion that had 
to come and did, that the 
three top teams in the AFL, 
Kansas City, Oakland, and the 
Jets, may play better football 
than the top three in the NFL, 
need not be taken with the 


proverbial grain of salt. The 
taste in the NFL is. bad 
enough now.

‘Get [nvolved'

Concern of Mr. and Mrs. 
Average Citizen over prob- 
lems that now beset every-day 
living, is

leader training sessions to 
prepare them to go gut and 
where requested, help in 
creating better relationships 
between people, in. families 
and in communities, 


Dr, John Wood, director of 
Saanich mental health, acted 
as consultant throughout the 
sessions. Roy and Mona 
Hundleby, many years happily 
married and with grown chil- 
dren and several grandchil- 
dren, co-ordinated the course 
atid led most of the discus- 
sions.

In talking to the Hundlebys 
about family life education 
(or if you prefer it, education 
for living) I discovered that 
the ‘aim is to. strengthen 
family and individual relation- 
ships through a preventive 
rather than a curative pro- 
gram. 


Leadership therefore doesn’t 
mean offering solutions to 
problems. Rather it is in 
assisting individuals, parents 
and young people to develop, 
through group discussions, in- 
sights «into themselves as 
individuals and as members 
of a family, 


It is also geared to help 
them understand the needs 
and «f@elings ‘of others; to 
increase confidence in them- 
selves as people and as 
parents: and-to satisfy family 
and community relationships. 

“That's why emphasis is 
placed on-techniques of group 
discussion, with a wide under- 
standing of family, child de- 
velopment and relationships 


between individuals,” 
Hundlebys explained. 

The 30 volynteers who com- 
pleted the course are now 
ready to help any interested 
group’ to plan discussions 
around various problems of 

“family life. 

“Tt is our firm belief that 
people need to be able to 
express their thinking in an 
accepting atmosphere, without 
fear of either being judged or 
preached at,” Roy says. 

» “They need to feel accepted 
in a group, even though their 
ideas may differ.” 

That's why discussions are 
planned so those taking part 
will “think out their own 
attitudes and ideas, and some- 
times re-assess them; talk out 
their problems and often see 
them in a new light and learn 


the 


. from the experiences and 


points of-views of others but 
find their own solutions in 
terms of. their own back- 
grounds and beliefs.”

Mona Hundleby reminded 
Mme that today, most people 
have worries of some sort or 
other. They may, not be suf- 
ficiently serious to need per- 
sonal counselling but they are 
serious enough to cause con- 
cern. 

“They are best helped by 
giving them an opportunity to 
find their own solutions 
‘through’ sharing in a group 
common every-day experi 
ences with a minimum of 
participatory help from a 
trained discussion leader.” 

If you'd like to get your 
neighbors together to form a 
family fife education discus- 
sion group; if you belong to a 
club or organization in search 
of a stimulating program that 
/conceivably could help you 
and your members, then get

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Environmental Control: A Public 


Forests Minister Ray Willis- 
ton advised the: forest industry 
Wednesday to adapt to 
changing public attitudes 
toward resource development. 

Industry must recognize the 
“best use’”’ of resources is 
beginning. to be judged in 
other terms than those of the 
economic return, he told the 
27th annual Truck Loggers’ 
Association Convention in 
Vancouver. 

“This new judgment is 

’ coming largely from the gen- 
eral public which has a new 
awareness of British Colum- 
bia’s natural environment and 


a@ growing concern about its 
future,’ Williston said. 

A number of new groups 
have dedicated themselves to 
environmental control, and. he 
added that there was no doubt 
in his mind that the public 
had a right to this concern. 


However it was regrettable 
that “some of these public 
organizations are ignorant of 
the extent to which environ- 
mental control “already is 
being practised in British 
Columbia.” 

Both government and indus- 


‘try must share at least a part 
of the blame for “insufficient 
c.o mm unication with the 
public.”’ 

The minister said the pubiic 
does not realize what the size 
of the bill for environmental 
control might be. 

The general public can not 
be expected to bear the full 
brunt of control measures. 
“This would. be unreasonable 

. . and the time has come 
for industry to fully recognize 
its respensiblities in the 
matter and be prepared to 
accept @ proportional share of 
the cost.” 


The minister said industry 
cannot expect ‘to seek relief 
through “easements or con- 
cessions’’ from government 
for this would be tantamount 
to passing the cost on to the 
taxpayer. 


“Instead,” Williston added, 
“industry at large must pre- 
pare itself to take on its share 
of the bill within its own 
operating cost structures.”’

Former Child Wonder Francoise Sagan 
Increasingly Critical’ of Her Own Work 


By MICHAEL GOLDSMITH 
PARIS (AP) — One of 


‘France's foremost woman 


writers is against. what she 
calls the “sexuality explo- 
sion” in Western culture. 
«To me,” says Francoise 
Sagan, “making léve can 
never be a commodity, like 
margarine.”’ 

The former child wonder of 
French literature makes a 
sharp distinction between the 
moder trend toward ‘sexual 
exhibitionism" and the impas- 
sioned but cynical love which 
is ‘the main theme of her 
novels. : 

“I have never ‘written an 
erotic book and I never will,” 
she said in an interview. “I 
believe people should enjoy 
making love a lot but not talk 
about “it. 

“Obviously, the old taboos 
had to be swept away, but 
why this sudden frenzy of 
talking about it as though 
making love were a brand 
new invention? I prefer to ex- 
press everything in a single 
elegant phrase which allows

the reader to conjure up his 
own sexual image.” 

Miss Sagan, now 3, 
achieved fame almodst over- 
night at 18 with her first novel 
Bonjour Tristesse, a cynical 
tale of seduction and infidelity 
among the idle rich. This re- 
mained the main theme of 
eight novels and three plays. 
In 16 years, she has sold more 
than 10,000,000 books in more 
than 20 languages. Her output 
is slowing down and she is in- 
ereasingly critical of her own 
work, 


IS NOT SATISFIED 


“I would really like to write 
two or three really good nov- 
els,” she said. “Something 
more profound and more thor- 
ough than what I have written 
up to now." 

Critics say she writes only 
about people with plenty of 
money to spend, but she re- 
fuses to move down the social 
seale, saying: “It would be 
bad form for me to describe 
people I don’t know and don’t 
understand.”

They were divorced in 
1960 and two years later she 
married Robert Westhoff, an 
American sculptor who be- 
came the father of her son 
Denis. She divorced Westhoff 
only a few months later, then 
became reconciled with him 
and lived with him for several 
years. Early last year. they 
separated again and she now 
lives with seven-year-old 
Denis in a rented villa in the 
fashionable Auteuil district.

QUEBEC (CP) — The 
Christmas cards of the Robert 
Bourassas featured one of 
those tender fireplace scenes 
with Papa Robert seated be- 
side his wife Andree and their 
children, Francois, 10, and 
Michelle, 3.” 

But, like other publicity pic- 
tures of the Quebec Liberal 
leadership candidate at this 
Stage, there was something 
strikingly uncharacteristic 
about the Bourassa pose: 

His right fist was clenched. 
Furthermore, he was. wearing 
a sport turtleneck, instead of 
one of his areh-conservative 
Suits that stamp him as a dol- 
‘lar-district man. 

The whole thing made him 
look more like a rugged quar- 
terback than like a lanky in 
tellectual. 

But the public relations 
prop was not altogether point- 
less because in fact this fresh 
figure in Quebec politics has 
an air of plainness which is 
deceptive. 

Mr. Bourassa, at 36 the 
youngest: member of the Liber- 
al eaucus, has the built-in 
competitiveness, the determi- 
nation, self-discipline and am- 
bition of an individual who 
has been a scholarship stu- 
dent since his teen years. 


ENDURANCE IS ASSET 


Often frail-lopking in photos, 
he has the stamina of a -first- 
class swimmer, which he is. 
Physical eéfdurance is no 
mean asset in a four-month 
campaign in a province as 
large as Quebee, 

Mr. Bourassa’s blue-ribbon 
education as lawyer and econ- 
omist, including degrees from 
both Oxford and Harvard, 
have provided a solid base for 
his candidacy. 

‘He is also wealthy, His wife 
is the daughter of the late Jo- 
seph Simard, founder of the 
shipyards at Sorel, Que. 

The millionaire Simard 
family, incidentally, has a 
repytation as a kingmaker in 
the provincia]. Liberal party, 
which it-helped to finance dur- 
ing its difficult Duplessis 
years. 

These are some of the rea- 
sons why Mr. Bourassa, first 
elected to the legislature. in 
1966, has emerged as a strong 
contender for the job of re- 
tired Jean Lesage. 

Mr. Bourassa prepared for 
the Jan. 16-17 leadership con- 
vention with a glossy, high- 
spending campaign which, 
paradoxically, had as. its 
theme the need for austere, 
business-like government in 
Quebec province in the 1970s, 


SA¥S JOBS NEEDED 


As the Liberal Opposition’s 
financial critic, Mr. Bourassa 
argues that Quebec “is in a 
very bad way.” 

The situation, as described 
by Mr. Bourassa: 

—During the ’60s the prov- 
_incial budget “increased five- 


fold with expenses rising 
faster than revenues since 
1963-64. ‘Expenses now are ris- 
ing at the rate of 15 per cent 
and revenues eight per cent. 


—Quebec needs to create 
50,000 new jobs a year for the 
next five years for university 
and college graduates, but in 
1968 only 3,000 new jobs were 
ereated. Forty-three per cent 
of Canada’s unemployed are 
in Quebec. 

—‘'The flight of capital is a 
brutal coneréte fact.” He 
claims investment in Ontario 
in 1968 was 20 times the 
amount of investment in Que- 
bec. 

—The government is in “a 
financial impasse” since Que- 
bee’s taxes are among Can- 
ada’s highest and it has re- 
course to the bond market 
only at récord-high ‘interest 
rates. 

What Mr. Bourassa pro- 
Poses is government by ‘‘com- 
petent, tough, talented mana- 
gers," who would raise funds 
for development through ad- 
ministrative efficiency. 

He. estimates that. within 
two or three years five ‘to 10 
per cent of the existing $3,- 
000,000,000 budget could be’ 
freed as development funds 
by eliminating wasteful ex- 
penditures. 


Mr. Bourassa looks at Que- | 
bec’s social troubles from an | 
economic perspective, saying | 


economic development is ‘‘the 
essential condition for mainte- 
nance of political stability.” 
He ~also thinks ‘an impor- 
tant obstacle to political sta- 
bility is the fact that a great 
number of Quebec’s Franco- 
phones are forced to work 
uniquely in English.” 
ADVOCATES FRENCH 


For this reason Mr, Bouras- 
sa is a firm advocate of mak- 
ing French the language of 
work in Quebec province, one 
manifestation of his latent na- 
tionalism., 

Like the other two. candi- 
dates, Mr. Bourassa would 


“restore the climate of confi- | 


dence in Quebec.” If elected 
premier he would have “‘busi- 
ness-like”’ relations with Otta- 
wa. 

As. an individual who has 
lectured at French-language 
universities since his own for- 


mal education was completed, | 
Mr. Bourassa. says Quebec’s | 


youth want job in French, 
not separatism. 

But as a politician who 
claims to be on the same 


wave length as Quebec’s | 


younger generation, Mr. Bour- 
assa says young people here 
are “revolted by the unfair- 
ness and inefficiency that sur- 
rounds them." 

One of the fascinating fea- 


tures of the Bourassa candida- | 


cy was the far-ranging nature 


of his support within the Liber- } 


al party, especially in its leg- 
islative wing. 

He had the support of peo- 
ple who abhor separatism and

think he-is the man who can 
stop it, and the support of 
people who are considered se- 
paratists in the Liberal house- 
hold. 

The dozen members of the 
46-member caucus who sup- 
ported Mr. Bourassa’'s 
candidacy. included most of 
the members elected for the 
first time in the 1966 general 
election. 

One of Mr. Bourassa’s sup- 
porters—and personal friends 
—is renegade Liberal Yves 
Michaud, who bolted the cau- 
cus to vote against the Union 
Nationale government’s lan- 
guage bill. 


GETs TO LEVESQUE 

His supporters also include 
former transport minister 
Claire Kirkland Casgrain, who 
openly describes Mr. Michaud 
as separatist, and William Te- 
tley, Liberal legislature mem- 
ber for Montreal! Notre- 
Dame-de-Grace, who says: 

“Bourassa is the one person 
who really gets fo Rene Le- 
vesque (the separatist 
leader). He isthe one. -person 


Levesque cannot answer. 
That’s why the federalists. are 
getting around Bourassa.” 

One of the reasons Mr. 
Bourassa. won such diverse 
support was that ‘many see 
him as the rallying point for 
renewal, in both the Liberal 
party and in Quebee politics. 

Furthermore, Mr. Bourassa 
was known to be former pre- 
mier Lesage’s personal choice 
as his successor, although Mr: 
Lesage. maintained he was 
playing a strictly neutral role 
in the race. 

There were two good indica- 
tions that Mr. Lesage had 
chosen Mr. Bourassa as the 
man to rélaunch the “quiet 
revolution’ that went awry 
soon after it started : 

One was’ the presence of Al- 
cide Courcy, Mr, Lesage'’s 
chief election organizer, at 
Mr. Bourassa’s side during 
the leadership campaign; 

The other was the solid 
block of Bourassa delegates in 
the Quebec City region, espe- 
cially in’ Mr. Lesage’s—riding 
of Louis-Hebert. 
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To win such support, 
Bourassa has kr elgg a 
certain amount of what separ- 
atist leader Levesque: calls 
“maquillage,” or * political 
makeup. 

For one thing he toned down 
the economic nationalism he 
displayed in 1967 when he was 
involved in long conversations 
with Mr. Levesque over his 
political future. 

Mr. Levesque, still a- mem, 
ber of the Liberal party at the 
time, consulted Mr, Bourassa 
in working out the sovereign- 
ty-association thesis that led 
to the founding of the separa- 
tist Pie Quebecois.

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Superman Role Easy Federalism Okay—If 


For Quebec Crusader

QUEBEC (CP) — No lead- 
ership campaign worthy of po- 
litical jargon would be com- 
plete ‘without “‘a candidate of 
the people.” 

In the campaign for leader- 
ship of the Quebec Liberal 
party “le candidat du peuple” 
was Claude Wagner, 44, a for- 
mer provineial justice minis- 
ter. ’ 

His name has been a house- 
hold werd in Quebec for 
years. 

Even before he entered poli- 
tics in 1964, he had built up a 
reputation as a crusading 
Crown prosecutor and tough- 
talking judge. 


In fact, Mr. Wagner is 


iaePomenon ‘in Quebec politics, 
‘Tike Rene Levesque and Real 


Caouette. He has his own fol- 
lowing, including many people 
who don't trust politicians but 
who think Mr, Wagner is_tin- 
touchably honest. 

In an interview before the 
Jan, 16-17 leadership conven- 
tion, Mr. Wagner “explained 
why he thinks the masses love 
him, 

“They have faith in a man. 
It is a confidence which stems 
from deep down.” 

As an authoritarian, with 
personal charm to boot, Mr. 
Wagner enjoys popularity in a 
Quebec béset by social trou- 
bles. He represefits ‘law and 
order’ at a time of violence, 
such as the terrorist bombings 
and the high crime rate in 
Montreal. 


MEETINGS EXCITING 


For many he is.a sort of Su- 
perman and Batman and 
every other good guy who 
ever clouted down evil in the 
comics. 
~ Mr. Wagner's platform for 
Jeadership is his hard-rock 
‘personality: He is the sélf- 
‘styled solution to problems of 
what he calls wishy-washy 
leadership. His views on. non- 
criminal matters appear al- 
Most incidental. He never 
talks policy elaborately, And 
no one seems to mind. 

Yet his political meetings 
ripple with excitement. His 
people like him because, in 
his words, he speaks to them 
in the white of their eyes.”’ 

The index of legislature de- 
bates makes him leok like a 
one-dimensional man. Almost 
all subjects he has discussed 


» Appear under criminal -head- 


ings. 

In the throne speech debate 
in 1967, Mr.. Wagner ex- 
pressed _ his constitutional 
thinking in capsule form: ‘‘I 
believe in Canada.” 


Nowadays, he says: “I am_ 


® federalist without any ulter- 
jor motives and that's it.’ 

He rejects the party’s old 
constitutional line of special 


status for Quebec as separa- 
tism in disguise. 

He favors ‘adult federal- 
ism” which involves “firm- 
ness anda common-sense ap- 
proach” in negotiations with 
the central government. 

As a law-and-order® man, 


Mr. Wagner has a wonderful- ~ 


way of reducing problems to 
comic-strip simplicity. This 
aspect of the Wagnerian per- 
sonality has best been ex- 
pressed by Quebec’s political 
cartoonists. 


SYMBOL IS CLUB 

The ymbol of Mr. Wagner 
in the cartoons is “la matra- 
que,”’ the policeman’s club, a 
reminder of Wagnerian jus- 
tice, 

This image of the politician 
tends -to persist in the popula- 
tion. Take this testimonial of 
a Quebec City cabbie: 


“Our politicians are a bunch 


.of noodles, If Wagner were 


premier he'd go into the 
Streets and arrest the. agita- 
tors himself.” 


Yet. Mr. Wagner is unpre- 
dictable, defying those who 
would cartoon him away as a 
political policeman, One ex- 
ample of this came up during 
the deadership campaign, 
when the City of Montreal im- 
poged a ban on public demon- 
strations. 

Robert Bourassa, the intel- 
leetual candidate, came out in 
favor of the Montreal move. 
Even leftist Rene Levesque, 
the separatist leader, gave it 
qualified support. 

But Claude Wagner, with a 
reputation among the Liberals 
as a rightist, criticized the 
ban on demonstrations as re- 
trograde, ; 

Such stand-taking may con- 
fuse some, but Mr. Wagner 
says the people know him and 
understand what he repre- 
sents. 

“Deep down, the people 
know that it is not a question 
of being in favor .of law and 
order for law and order's 
sake, I thirlk what they. re- 
spect in a man in his quality 
of decision, of leadership and 
the fact that he can stand up 
and face any crisis." 


CALLS ON PEOPLE 

“The people’ may think so, 
but many in the 46-member 
Liberal caucus did not think 
fondly of Mr. Wagner as a 
possible leader. 

Only five men in the caucus 
came out in support of him, 
including former cabinet min- 
ister Bona Arsenault, who 
says: 

“Tt, doesn’t «matter. what 
genius we elect. If he isn't 
elected by the public we are 
going to remain in the Opposi- 
tion. All the public opinion 
surveys show that Claude 


Wagner is one of the most 
popular politicians in Que- 
bed.” 

This is-Mr. Wagner’s su- 
per-argument. He asks Liber- 
als: “Are you going to refuse 
to listen to the voice of the 
people?” 

He is so convinced the peo- 
ple want him and need him 
that he has said “‘Quebec will 
slip towards anarchy”’ if he is 
not elected leader. 

Why don’t more Liberal 
members of the legislature 
support Mr. Wagner’s candida- 
cy? 

Renegade Liberal Yves Mi- 
chaud once said: ‘Most mem- 
bers would rather ‘remain in 
the Opposition than be in 
power with Wagner as 
leader.” 

Many members of the gov- 
erning Union Nationale party 
and separatist Parti Quebe- 
cois say they fear Mr. Wagner 
as a formidable electoral foe. 
Many Liberal members of the 
legislature appear to fear him 
for other reasons. 

Some see.Mr. Wagner as a 
one-man show with simple so- 
lutions’ at a time when prob- 
lems are complex and team- 
work imperative. 


CLAIMED MANDATE 


One Liberal says: “He is 
another Maurice Duplessis, 
catering to the prejudices of 


» trerfpeople.’* 


One thing is clear—Mr. 
Wagner is a crusader. He 
campaigns in politics with the 
faith’ and fervor of an unstop- 
pable evangelist. 

He felt he had a mandate 
from the people to lead a 
grassroots movement aimed 
at kicking out former premier 
Jean Lesage as party leader. 

Mr. Wagner demanded a 
leadership convention and, at 
first, many people shrugged 
him off. ‘But-he kept the pres- 
sure on Mr. Lesage. 

One of his tactics was a 
speech-making campaign crit- 
icizing the Liberals as a mori- 
bund machine controlled by 
professionals cut off from the 
people. The crusader got his 
way. Mr, Lesage announced 
his resignation last August to 
make way for the January 
convention. 

Before he began crusading 
in politics, Mr. Wagner had a 
briefat brilliant, career cru- 
sading against crime. 

He became an outspoken 
critic of the administration of 
justice, aiming controversial 
barbs at Montreal's legal es- 
tablishrhent. He set out on a 
personal campaign to convict 
rapists, murderers, bank rob- 
bers and arsonists, becoming 
a self-appointed public protec- 
tor. 


QUEBEC (CP) — In. the 
ante-room to Pierre Laporte’s 
office are 10 filing cabinets, 
containing the clippings, 
Statements and what-have-you 
collected during the 22 years 
Mr. Laporte has been around 
Quebec City as journalist and 
politician. 

For Pierre Laporte the par- 
liamentarian, House leader of 
Quebec’s Liberal Opposition, 
the files are an invaluable in- 
formation bank. They help to 
explain his success as a talent- 
ed debater in the parliamen- 
tary community, which ticks 
on talk from the files. 

But the files also tell some- 
thing about the man who be- 
came a candidate for leader- 
Ship of the Liberal party. 

One of the fascinating fil- 
ing-cabinet features of this 
lively, good-natured politician 
is his record on the. constitu- 
tional question. 

In 1963, when the associate- 
states theory was in vogue,. 
Mr, Laporte was saying Can- 
ada was moving toward “a 
federation of sovereign 
states.”’ 

Then municipal affairs min- 
ister, he forecast that Quebec 
would eyentually have 
“nearly the prerogatives of 
an independent state.” 

Later, . with the -special- 
status theory officially in style 
in the Liberal party, Mr. La- 
porte was-one of its strong 
supporters. 

In April, 1968, he was 
quoted “by, a’ Quebec City 
newspaper as saying special 
status for Quebec is a condi- 
tion for Canada’s survival. 
SUPPORTED TRUDEAU 

At this time Prime Minister 
Trudeau was heading towards 
a federal election victory, dis- 
missing both associate states 
and special status as non- 
sense, 

Mr. Laporte issued a state- 
ment giving his support to 
Mr. Trudeau, expressing dis- 
gust with what he called the 
smuttiness of some of the 
prime minister’s Quebec op- 
ponents.-He and other provin- 
cial Liberals-were attacked by 
the Montreal newspaper Le 
Devoir for “opportunisme 
gluant’’—slippery | opportun- 
ism. 

Under pressure from Ot- 
tawa, after the Trudeau victo- 
ry, the Quebec Liberals began 
the painful political process of 
abandoning their special- 
status stand. Mr. Laporte 
made the appropriate political 
sounds, saying Quebecers 
should not make a dogma out 
of their differences. 

In an interview during the 


leader of the Liberal party 
will fot permit any policies 
which are separatist or sover- 
eignist.” 

In a 60-page position paper, 
the leadership candidate has 
come out for what he de- 
scribes in French as “un fed- 
eralisme de _  conjoncture.” 
This is explained as a federal- 
ism “adapted periodically to 
the economic and political 
conjuncture, conforming to 
the evolution of Ottawa-Que- 
bec relations.” : 


IS IT OPPORTUNISM? 

What does this mean? 

One cynical, but apparently 
accurate,.answer is: federal- 
ism according to the political 
winds—that is, opportunism, 

_ This interpretation is sup- 
ported by the attitude of a La- 
porte aide who, in explaining 


the federalism formula,’ said:~| 


“Fluctuation on the consti- 
tutionat front is not a problem 
peculiar to Mr. Laporte. It is 
in fact a problem of. the entire 
Quebec Liberal party: But as 
a politician who has moved 
around a lot on this issue Mr. 
Laporte bears the burden of 
this experience in the public 
place.” 

One of Quebec’s political 
cartoonists chose a skate as 
the symbol for the 48-year-old 
lawyer—in French “un 
patin.” ‘In. politics the word 
“patinage” or skating is used 
to signify the shiftiness of a 
politician, his ability to dodge 
and fake. 

This unflattering image of 
Mr, Laporte, invoking as it 
does all that is old and ques- 
tionable about politics, isn’t 
only projected in cartoons. 

In a confrontation with hos- 
tile students at the University 


of Sherbrooke early in his | 


campaign, he was heckled: 
“Pas de patinage.”” 

While not all cartoons are 
unkind and not all students 
are hostile, such incidents re- 
main frustrating for a man of 
the calibre of Mr. Laporte. 

Rare are the politicians at 
Quebec City who can match 
the effort he has made to pre- 
pare himself for leadership. 
FATHER WAS REBEL 

He was born Feb. 27, 1921, 
at Montreal, one of seven chil- 
dren in the family of a gen- 
eral practitioner. Political de- 
bates raged around the supper 
table. 

“My tather was nationalist 
and anti-liberal,” Mr. Laporte 
says. “In fact he was against 
the government, no matter 
what its political color.” 

The youth’s flair for debate

manifested itself at the Uni- 
versity of Montreal's law 
school where he won college 
debating awards twice before 
graduation in 1945. 

As a student he worked for 
the old Montreal Le Canada, a 
politically. Liberal newspaper 
and “the best school of jour- 
nalism in French Canada at 
the time.”’ 

& sports enthusiast and 
keen Montreal Canadiens 
hockey fan, Mr. Laporte

HOME GARDEN. 


Leave That Pruning Until March— 


By HILDA BEASTALL Z 

Only when our winters are reasonably mild do we 
gardeners worry about the appearance of some of our plants. 
Those native to warmer climates, yet adapting to ours well 
enough to give us pleasure, begin to look a 
bit untidy by. January. : 

Artegmisia abrotanum, a shrub we call 
variously Southerwood, Ol Man, Lad’s.Love, 
is one of these. i 

Three-foot steris, raggedy brown, are 
no longer attractive when we remember the 
grey-green, soft and lacy-foliage so spicily 
fragrant that is endeared to all who know 
the plant. 

In spite of the untidy appearance of this 
artemisia now, it will be entirely covered Hilda 
with new foliage during April. No cutting 
back should be done now, since this would entourage the 
growth buds, which are all along the stems, to develop during 
the next mild spell. 

These in turn would be vulnerable to frosts that may 
come later, end so the normal spring growth would be 
depleted by that much. 

Leave this shrub as it is, waiting until March end before 
shortening each stem by about a quarter of its length. 

Santolina chamaecyparissus , 


The yellew marguerite, so great a favorite here for its 
seven or even eight menths of clean daisy-like blooms, is only 
now going into winter retirement. 

Botanically Chrepanthemum frutescens, this plant is as 
much a chrysanthemum as the big white Shasta daisy and 
the Ester Read daisy, and is also related to those half hardy 


plants of late summer and fall which we all know as 
Chrysanthemums! The marguerite used to be called Paris- 


daisy and even Boston-daisy. 
Since it is a native to the 


Canary Islands off the coast of 


West Africa, we cannot expect the marguerite to be bone 
hardy in our wet and chilly winters. 

In heavy wet soils we shall lose marguerites during 
winter; and they will not survive periods of sharp frost and 


freezing winds. 


However, in more sheltered gardens the plants will live 
until spring when new growth will be produced. 

To obtain the best results from marguerftes, they should 
be pinched back frequently before being allowed to make 


flower buds. 


gthis procedure takes a determined hand, for most of us 
are more eager to see flowers than to have a shapely healthy 


plant. 


After a severe pruning on the old plants in late March, 
wait for new shoots to reach about three inches before

| Daring Pilots Began 


Airmail Services 


By BOB BOWMAN 

All first-class mail in Can- 
ada goes by air except in 
cases where some other 
method is more efficient. 
Although special airmail 
flights began in 1918 when 
Captain Brian Peck of the R. 
A. F. made a zany trip from 
Montreal to Teronto, the 
federal governmént did not 
put money into airmail until 
1927 when it allocated $75,000 
for the purpose. The first 
airmail stamp was issued in 
September, 1928, five cents 
denomination. 


The groundwork for modern 
airmail may have been com- 
pleted on January 15, 1931, 
when Herbert Hollick-Kenyon 
flew postal bags from Calgary 
to Lethbridge, completing a 
link with other prairie cities. 
The landing field at Leth- 
bridge is called Kenyon in 
honor of the great Canadian 
pilot who, among many other 


Pole, and Sir Hubert Wilkins 
throughout the Arctic. 

There are amazing stories 
about. the development of 
Canadian air services. The 
first airmail to the Arctic was 
flown from Edmonton to 
Aklavik in Dwcember ° 1929. 
The pilots were Wop May and 
Glyn Roberts and. the route 
included Forts Chipewan, 
Smith, Resolution, and the 
round trip was 6,000 miles. 
The ground temperature 
would fall as low as 60 
degrees below zero and 
mechanics had to kéep the 
engine warm all night by 
using blow torches.

It's no exaggeration to say 
that Victoria was built around 
the Hudson's. Bay Company 
which this year is com- 
memorating its 300th anni- 
Versary. 

And it is no exaggeration to 
say the company in Victoria, 
now familiarly known as The 
Bay, played a major payt in 
creating British Columbia and 
making Alaska an American 
state. P 

In ,fact, the whole of the 
Pacific Northwest was largely 
shaped by the activities of the 
company which once exer- 


cised. imperial power over 
most of Canada. 
It’ all started when ‘the 


company’s able lieutenant, 
‘James Douglas, later to 
become the first governor of 
the province, chose Victoria 
as a site for a fort and 
trading post in 1843. 

Douglas had been instructed 
hy Gowernor Sir George Simp- 
son to establish a new coastal 
depot because “Britain was 
expected to cede the Oregon 
territories. to the United 
States, then controlled by the 
company. A location on Van- 
couver Island was suggested. 

_ After surveying the Island's 
coast, Douglas, it seemed, 
chose Victoria for its agricul- 
tural rather than for its fur 
and. military potential. It's 
elimate also impressed him. 

In a report to a senior 
official, Douglas described the 
vegetation at Victoria as 
“more luxuriant than other 
places I have seen in 
America, indicating a produc- 
tive soil.” 

His choice proved a wise 
one. | 

The company’s venture into 
farming, apart from trading 
beads and blankets for furs, 
enabled the depot to be self- 
sufficient and also to provide 
it with commodities for sale to 
trading vessels. 

The productive land also 
attracted settlers to the area, 
thus ensuring that the settle- 
ment would continue to 
expand. 


HIT RUSSIANS 

its agricultural pursuits also 
enabled it to compete success- 
fully against Russian fur 
traders in Alaska. 

At that time, the company 
was involved in a life and 
death struggle with Russia for 
control of the Pacific North- 
west fur trade. 3 

It: first cornered a large 
part of the trade by establish- 
ing posts around the head- 
waters of larger rivers which 
emptied in northern Pacific 
waters. Pelts which normally 
were taken down the rivers by 
Indians to Russian trading 
posts on the coast, such ‘as 
Sitka, were acquired by .the 
company. 

To make matters worse for 
the Russians, they were 
entirely dependent for their 
food supplies on outside 
sources and actually bought 
agricultural products from the 
company’s ‘Victoria farms. 

The situation became 
intolerable. They were being 
‘skinned"’ and fed by their 
rivals. Finally in 1867 Russia 
sold Alaska to the United 
States 

Today, the company can 
justly claim that Alaska 
would be a part of the Soviet 
Union if it had lost the pelt 
war. 


ONCE FARMED 

\In this age it’s hard to 
believe the company with 
its large department store on 
Douglas street was once 
heavily engaged in farming in 
the Greater Victoria area. 

The Bay’s first farm 
about five~ acres — Was 
started when the fort was 
constructed on a’ site known 
today as Bastiori Square, It 
was situated near the depot 

Two years later in 1846, 
company employees had 
developed several farms 
which produced oats, wheat, 
barley, peas and potatoes. 

In all, there were about 160 
acres under cultivation but 
within a few years this was 
explanded to more than 4,000 
acres. There were also three 
dairy farms, each with 70 | 
milch cows, and a sheep farm | 
at Lakehall with 1,700 sheep. | 

| 


Horses were also bred. 

One of the most efficient | 
company. farms was, the 900-— 
acre Craigflower farm. 

By 1854 Victoria's popula- 
tion was about 432 and most | 
people were dependent on the 
company. 

Employees. were engaged in. | 
administration, trading, store | 
keeping, farming, lumbering 
and a host of other jobs. 


FORTUNES CHANGED | 
The company’s fortunes 
changed in 1858 when Victoria 
became the principal point of 
entry for thousands of pros- | 
pectors on their way to the 
Fraser River gold fields 

Victoria: really then began 
to- build around the Bay. It is 
estimated that 20,000 | gold 
mfher's landed in the city that 
year 
| As the large influx of 
settlers. and miners required 
services and goods, the Bay 
concentrated. on the pica Posie 
business and navigation

Wharf, Street and for years 
was’a famous landmark. 

Around this time, too, the 
fort was torn down. It had 
served its purpose. 

Farming also gradually 
ceased to be important and 
the land was sold to settlers 

It was also during. this 
period that the company 
became heavily involved in 
shipping and ran a_ regular 
service between the’ Fraser 
River and the: city. 


FAMOUS SHIP 


Two of the vessels on this 
route were the Beaver and the 
Otter.. The former was the 
most famous because it was 
the first steamship to operate 
off the Pacific ‘Northwest 
coast. 


The Beaver jin 1843. also 
brought Douglas to Victoria to 
superintend the. construction 
of the ‘fort. 

The. company for .a_ short 
while’ also” operated a-service 
to San Franciseo -but-this -was 
discontinued when the 
Labourchere was wrecked on 
her second -voyage- 

There was keen_-rivalry- in 
the shipping business between 


{ the company and the Pioneer 


Line, headed by Capt. John 
Irving.. The rivals. finally 
merged and formed the Can- 
adian Pacific Navigation 
Company, known for years as 
the CPN. 


SOLD TO.CPR 


The company in 1901 sold its 
shipping interest to the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, thus 
sevefing a long Kink with, the 
past. For nearly -60-years its 
ships had plied coastal waters 
and tied up. behind the ‘store 
and warehouse on Wharf 
Street. 

The company’s next big 
enterprise in the city was the 
construction of a modern 
department store op Douglas 
and Fisgard. Construction 
started in 1912, but the war of 
1914-18 intervened and. it was 
not completed until September 
19, 1921. 

The, building. was enlarged 
in 1929 and in 1959 the 
parkade was added to the 
building. 

So over a period of 128 
years, the Bay in Victoria, 
was involved in trading beads 
for pelts, farming, real estate, 
wholesale, shipping’ and now 
retailing.
